Lya de Putti, movie actress, died 
early today. She was 32 years 
old. 

A chicken bone that lodged in 
her throat Nov. 19 was the indi- 
rect cause of death. The im- 
mediate cause was pneumonia, 
complicating blood poisoning that 
followed the removal of the bone 
from her throat. She died at 1:05 
a. m. after nearly 30 hours of un- 


consciousness. 

While she was premier danseuse 
at the Berlin Winter Garden in 
1924, Joi Mai, German movie di- 


a film type, and cast her in her first 
suecessful picture, “The Mistress 
of the World.” She followed that 
swiftly with triumphs in ‘‘Manon 
Lescaut” and “Variety,” U F’A pro- 
ductions.

G. Wallace, Indian trader, 
broke through to Zuni with a 
truck, gathering in 33 #£=Indian 
refugees on the way. 

Among the parties forging 


through deep drifts are many who 
are husbands and fathers of the 
victims. It is the Zuni custom for 
the men to establish their women 
and children in the nut camp, then 
return to their fields. The Nava- 
jos likewise take their families 
along, but the men, instead of 
returning to their comps, wait and 
return with the nuts which they 
sell at trading posts. 

Only scant provisions are t~ken 
on these trips as the Indians de- 
pend on the immediate nut harvest 
for food. The first frost makes 
the nuts harvestable and it is not 
until after the frost that the ex- 
pedition leaves the valleys. Nearly 
all the Zuni men had returned to 
their fields and many of the Nava- 
jos were down with the harvest 
when the storm broke. The wom- 
en, they said, are protected from 
the winds only by canvas wagon 
sheets. The Navajos and Zunis are 


mud builders and have very little 
use for tents.

Proposed in Great Britain 


Resolution Includes Early Grown Fruit, Veg- 
etables and Flowers—Some Duties 
100 Per Cent. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 27.—Measures 
for the curtailmient of the British 
peoples’ indulgence in early grown 
fruit, vegetable, and floral products 
from abroad are embodied in a 
Government resolution made public 
today. 


The resolution gives effect to an 
announcement made by Minister of 
Agriculture Gilmour in the House 
of Commons yesterday. He left the 
country in some uncertainty as to 
what extent its dining tables might 


be deprived of luxuries in this 
class. 
While this doubt is not alto- 


gether cleared up, the motion, 
which he will introduce shortly in 
the House, provides that duties 
up to 100 per cent may be levied 
upon such fresh fruits as cherries, 
currants, plums and. strawberries, 
and such vegetables as asparagus, 
green beans, broccoli, cauliflower, 
cucumbers, lettuce, new potatoes, 
peas and tomatoes. 

The duties are applicable at the 
discretion of the Minister of Agri- 
culture and are designed to protect 
the interests of the British farmers. 

The imposition of similar duties 
upon cut flowers, plants in flower, 
blubs and rosetrees also are author- 
ized. The act’s effectiveness would 
be limited to one year.

WASHINGTON, Novy. 27.—A new 
and higher estimate of Farm Board 
losses in wheat stabilization opera- 
tions was made today before the 
Senate Committee on Agriculture. 
George S. Milnor, general man- 
ager of the Stabilization Corpora- 
tion, which bought hundreds of 
millions of bushels of the grain in 


an effort to keep up prices, said the 
total “paper loss” was $110,000.- 
900. Chairman Stone of the board 
had previously been reported as es- 
timating wheat losses at $102,000,- 
000, fixing the total paper losses in 
‘the grain and cotton at about $177,- 
006,000. 

Milnor’s figures brought to total 
‘board paper loss to $185,000,000 in 
l trying to keep wheat and cotton out 
|of their lowest price ranges in 
| years. 
| Milnor said there had been far 
more speculation in wheat since the 
|board ceased its stabilization opera- 
itions and, in reply to a question, 
'said he had heard rumors of “tre- 
}mendous efforts” to discredit the 
‘board and co-operative marketing. 
'He added that he could not fix 
their source.

Milnor told the committee that 
the Farmers’ National Grain Cor- 
poration organization held 12,184,- 
000 bushels of wheat on Oct, 31. 
Milnor is general manager of it 
also. The stabilization corporation 
still holds 189,656,187 bushels. 

Milnor, who is 50 years old and 
whose home is in Alton, Ill, was 
called to tell the details of the op- 
erations of the corporations he 
manages. 

Milnor said he received $50,000 a 
year salary from the Farmers’ Na- 
tional. J. M. Chilton, vice presi- 
dent, he said, got $32,500; W. I. 
Beam, treasurer, $30,000, and Hen- 
ry W. Collins, in charge of opera- 
tions in the Northwest, $25,000; C. 
E.. Huff, the president, gets $15,- 
000. There are 947 employes in all. 

Milnor said the corporation’s 
profits were more than enough to 
pay these salaries. In addition, he 
said, it had paid a dividend of 
$332,000 to the 27 stockholding co- 
operatives. 

Milnor said the aim of the Farm- 
ers’ National was to get the high- 
est possible price for its farmer 
protlucer members. 

“Is there anything to the argu- 
ment that such a single marketing 
Ccrganization keeps the price 
down?” asked Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, “No,” Milnor 
replied. ‘‘Competition among pri- 
vate Gealers is keen and they try to 
beat the price down. We hope to 
control the market and ask the 
millers what we want instead of 
asking them what they want to 
pay.” 

The corporation Oct. 31 owed the 
Farm Board $16,185,000 and pri- 
vate commercial banks $2,194,000. 

“It relies on money from the 
Farm Board to carry on its opera- 
tions?” Senator McNary asked. 
Yes,” Milnor replied. 

Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 
asked why the Farmers’ National 
could not have performed the du- 
ties of the Grain Stabilization Cor- 
poration.

Two men who admitted they were 
the same pair, according to police, 
were captured at 4000 Olive street 
within three quarters ofan hour as 
the result of a police radio broad- 
cast when Guenther freed himself 
and notified his station. | 

The wouse at 1727 Biddle street 
was raided by Patrolman Guenther 
and oiher oficers yesterday and a 
woman who said she was Rose 
Orlande held for possession of 
liquor. ! 

Going by the house again today 
Guenther saw a  mud-spattered 
automobile bearing a Colorado 
license parked in front and ob- 
served signs of activity within. He 
entered and went to the kitchen, 
where he found two white men 
talking to a Negro woman. When 
they refused to tell why they were 
in the house, he started to search 
them: and said he felt a revolver in 
the pocket of one of the men. AS 
he started to reach for his own re- 
volver, the other of the pair drew 
two automatic pistols and told him 
to “stick 'em up.” 

They took the policeman’s re- 
volver and forced him into a front 
room, where they bound his wrists 
behind his back with adhesive tape 
and tied his feet together with a 
belt, obtaining the articles ‘they 
used from a satchel. One man 
asked if they should “kill him,” 
but the other demurred. They ran 
out of the house. \ 

Within 15 minutes Guenther 
freed himself and the radio broad- 
cast was made. Police Sergeant 
John Licany and Patrolman Chris 
McDonald of the Laclede Station 
were in a radio car at Grand boule- 
vard and Olive street and observed 
a mud-spattered car going west in 
Olive. They gave chase and cap- 
tured the two men in the car at 
4000 Olive street. 


They said they were James Mur- 
phy, 35 years old, and Joseph Kel- 
ly, 22, both of Chicago. Kelly, ac- 
cording to the officers, had Officer 
Guenther’s revolver in his posses- 
sion and Murphy had two revolvers 
of his own.

Oliver J. Kaempfe Gives Up 
to Police—Declares ‘‘She 
Called Me Vile Names 
and I Got Mad.” 


DEMAND FOR MONEY 
CAUSES QUARREL 


Mrs. Hattie Kaempfe, Shot, 


Staggers Into Store and 
Collapses After Attack in 
Front of Home. 


Mrs. Hattie Kaempfe, 24-year- 
old sorter in a steam laundry, was 
shot and killed last night in front 
of her home, 2868 Missouri avenue, 
by her husband, Oliver J. Kaempfe, 
29-year-oid unemployed laborer 
whom she was suing for divorce, 
charging desertion. 

Kaempfe, who surrendered to 
rolice at 9:30 o’clock, three hours 
after the killing, denied knowl- 
edge of it until past midnight. Then 
he confessed, saying in explanation, 
“She calle@ me vile names and I 
got mad.” 

Kaempfe told police he went to 


the Missouri avenue address in re- 
Sponse to a note from his wife stat- 
ing she wanted to see him and 
would be at home alone. 

He said he carried a pistol be- 
cause “I feared someone would do 
me bodily harm. Sometime pre- 
viously an unknown party had 
threatened me if I didn’t make a 
settlement, apparently meaning a 
settlement of the divorce case my 
wife had filed.” 

Says Wife Asked for Money. 

Kaempfe, according to relatives, 
had left his wife in October, say- 
ing, ‘I can’t be tied down,” after 
she objected to his drinking on the 
ground that it made his epilepsy 
worse, In the signed confession 
given to police, he told of meeting 
Mrs. Kaempfe at the gate to her 
home, asking what she wanted and 
hearing her reply, “I need money.” 

“I told her I had none,”’ he con- 
tinued. “I then asked her what 
was the idea of her writing letters 
to me stating she could obtain 
money any time she desired to do 
so. She repeated, ‘I need money,’ 
after which we became involved in 
a heated argument: I told her I 
was going away. I didn’t want to 
argue any more. Then she called 
me a lot of vile names. I told her 
I was not what she had just called 
me. 

“At this time I became mad, 
pulling the gun from my pocket 
and started firing at her. It seems 
as though she threw something at 
me. What it was, I don’t know. 
She ran down thé street, after 
which I do not know what hap- 
pened to her.” 

Mrs. Kaempfe ran to a corner 
confectionery, staggered inside and 
collapsed on the fioor. She had 
been shot twice, in the back of the 


nmeck and in the left shoulder 
blade. All the proprietor, John 
Kias, heard her say before she 


died, was ‘I’m shot.” 
Told Father of Shooting. 

Kaempfe drove to aéé factory 
where his father works as a night 
watchman and told his father, “I 
just fired a couple of shots at my 
wife,”’ and then went to the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Leona Martin, 
302 Victor street. 

There, as he put it, “the gun 
somehow got out of my posses- 
sion.’’ Police tracing him to the 
Victor street address, arrested his 
brother-in-law, Edward Martin, a 
chauffeur, and Harry Vien, a 
poarder, after the men admitted, 
according to police, that Kaempfe 
gave them his’ .22-caliber pistol 
which they hid under a pile of 
bricks in the basement. Vicn and 
Martin are being held. 

Since the separation, Kaempfe 
has been living with his parents at 
6432 Virginia avenue.

TOKIO, Nov. 27.—Japanese 
military activities along the Peip- 
ing-Mukden Railwav nave been 
halted, a War Office spokesman 
announced tonight. The Japanese 
troops previously had been advanc- 
ing steadily in a southwesterly di- 
rection toward Chinchow, where 
Chinese troops were concentrated. 

The ‘cessation of activities appar- 


ently was decided upon by the War 
Office in view of the resolution of 
the Council of the League of Na- 
tions, asking that hostilities cease, 
and as a consequence of the Chi- 
nese proposal for a neutral zone 
extending from the Great Wall of 
China to Chinchow. 

The spokesman said orders had 
been issued to the troops not to 
proceed any farther in the direc- 
tion of Chinchow and they would 
probably be withdrawn to Mukden. 
The withdrawal was made condi- 
tional, however, upon a cessation 


gade soldiers and other disturbing 
elements which have been threat- 
ening the Japanese from various 
points. . 

The advance guard of the Japa- 
nese troops had apparently reached 
a point about half way. between 
Mukden and Chinchow when the 
order for a halt was given. 

Moves Out of Tsitsihar. 

The Rengo correspondent report- 
ed today that the Japanese com- 
mand had moved out of Tsitsihar 
to Taonan, leaving only a small de- 
tachment to guard the consulate 
and other Japanese properties. 
Telegraph lines were down between 
Hsinmintun and Chuliuho, and the 
Japanese were communicating by 
means of carrier pigeons. 

The Japanese Government pre- 
viously had announced that a pro- 


chow to avoid danger of a Chinese- 
Japanese clash were acceptable to 
Tokio. Japan will undertake, 
the announcement said, to respect 
a neutral zone, excepting under ex- 
traordinary circumstances, such as 
a serious clash between the armies 
at Shanhaikwan, Tientsin or Peip- 
ing, in which event Japan reserves 
the right to transport § reinforce- 
ments through the zone from Man- 
churia. 

The Government agrees, the an- 
nouncement said, to the creation of 
a neutral zone betWeen the Great 
Wall at Shanhaikwan and Chin- 
chow, the extent and boundaries of 
which will be decided by direct ne- 
gotiations between the Chinese and 
Japanese. 

Count Damien Demartel, French 
Ambassador, was notified to this 
effect tonight by Foreign Minister 
Shidehara, and he notified Chair- 
man Briand of the League Council, 
now meeting in Paris.

Mr. Smith had been confined to 
his home for several months, and 
his condition became serious yes- 
terday. His physicians last night 
announced his condition was crit- 
ical and said there was little hope 
for his recovery. 
He served two terms as United 
States Senator from Georgia and 
was Governor of the State twice. 
Hoke Smith was born Sept. 2, 
1855, at Newton, N. C. His father, 
Prof. H. H. Smith, was of a family 
prominent in the early history of 
New Hampshire. 
In 1883, when 28, Hoke Smith 
married Miss Birdie Cobb, Athens, 
Ga., daughter of Gen. Thomas R. 
R. Cobb of the Confederate Army, 
who commanded Cobb’s Legion and 
who was killed while repelling the 
assaults of the Federal forces on 
the famous stone wall at Fred- 
ericksburg.

DANISH LUXURY TAX BILL 
INTRODUCED IN PARLIAMENT 


Duties More Moderate Than Ex- 
pected; Expensive American 
Autos Are Affected. 
COPENHAGEN, Nov. 27.—A bill 
restricting or prohibiting the im- 
portation of certain luxufies and 
increasing the duties on others was 
introduced in Parliament by the 
Government today. It was more 

moderate than expected. 

The only imports from America 
affected are luxury type automo- 
biles, on which the ad valorem duty 
was increased from 5 to 25 per 
cent. Other automobile duties, in- 
cluding those on the largest lor- 
ries, were not altered. 

The .tariff would double on all 
cosmétic articles ineluding face 
creams, powder, toothpaste, per- 
fume and perfumed soap. 

The measure seriously affects 
France in that it forbids imports 
for the remainder of the year of 
champagne, brandy 4nd liquors 
and restricts the 1932 imports to 
50 per cent of the 1931 imports. 
It was regarded as a retaliatory 
measure against France, who re- 
cently restricted the importation of 
Danish agricultural produce.

U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
Committee Opposes Propos- 
al of Postmaster-General 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — Pro- 
posed increases in first-class postal 
rates are opposed by the Postal 
Service Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States 
as likely to decrease the mail vol- 
ume and retard business promo- 
tion. 

The committee announces its po- 
sition in favor of attempting to 
lessen the postoffice deficit by 
“economies, efficiency measures 
and increase in volume of business 
rather than primarily to general 
increases in rates.” . 

In opposing increases on first- 
class matter to 2% or 3 cents, as 
suggested by Postmaster-General 
Brown, the committee contends the 
result would be disappointing by 
going contrary to the principal of 
reducing postal costs 
greater volume. Business promo- 


tion activities would be curtailed, 
it says, and readjustment of com- 
mercial processes would be re- 
quired.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Italian 


Foreign Minister Dino Grandi, who 
now calls himself a soldier in the 
cause of peace, sailed today to give 
Benito Mussolini a first-hand ac- 
count of his conversations with 
President Hoover and other hig 
Government officials. 
As he mounted the gangplank of 
the liner Augustus, Grandi told re- 
porters that he was confident Italy 
and the United States would be 
the standard bearers in a new era 
of international understanding. He 
left behind him for distribution and 


publication later a formal — 
ment. 

Grandi went to the liner direct 
from the New York Times Build- 
ing, where he had been guest of 
honor at a luncheon which mom- 
pleted a five-day round of social 
functions here. His wife preceded 
him to the Augustus. 

There was a large crowd gath- 
ered about the pier, but there was 
no demonstration. 

Hope for the world to start lay- 
ing down arms finds “much en- 
couragement” in America's support, 
Grandi told the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation, yesterday. 

In an address, broadcast by ra- 
dio, Grandi declared that the | 
world’s pledge to disarm, implied 
in the peace treaties, must be ful- 
filed because it is inconceivable 
that the vanquished nations of the 
Worild War should remain tied 
while the victors had unrestricted 
freedom to increase military 
strength.

He referred to the long standing 
maval differences between France 
and Italy, saying he is “still wish- 
ing and hoping for a final settle- 
iment.” This, he indicated, must 
‘be based on Italy’s demand for 
theoretical parity, but at the low- 
est possible level. 

“Today the American people are 
celebrating Thanksgiving,” he said. 
“Let us hope that next year we 
shall be thankful for having given 
the nations of the world a peace 
with a better understanding and a 
sounder foundation.” 

He described the Geneva confer- 
ehce as a “great test in which the 
| nations of the world will show 
whether or not ¢heir conscience and 
their spirit are ripe for making a 
great stride toward progress.” 

The Geneva conference, he said, 
| ‘‘will be the touchstone of our de- 
igree of civilization.” 


“There is no doubt,” he said, 
“that the world suffers today chicf- 
ly from a lack of confidence. The 
world—and particularly Europe—is 
under a vague but widespread feel- 
ing of uncertainty as to the main- 
tenance of peace in the future 
years. So that. in the end, the 
financial and the economic prob- 
lems are essentially problems of 
pacification.

“Such reduction would attain a 
double result: A material one; that 
is, the possibility of devoting large 
sums of money to productive pur- 
poses, and at the same time a 
psychological effect consisting in 
the improvement of mutual confi- 
dence among nations.” 

Italy’s Guideposts. 

Signor Grandi gave three points 
as the guideposts of Italian policy 
along the disarmament road “to- 
wards progress.” They were: 

1. Nations signing the peace 


\treaties or the League Covenant 


made a “solemn pledge” to disarm, 
definitely implied in the prelimi- 
nary disarmament of the van- 
quished Powers. 

2. Security for a nation is possi- 
ble only through disarmament and 
arbitration. Security through mili- 
tary strength would mean a nation 
must be as strong as all others 
combined. 

3. Only by disarmament can 


there be quieted the widespread dis- 


quietude as to world peace, espe- 
cially in Europe.

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LOS ANGELES HAVEN 
FOR POLITICAL EXILES 


Former Russian General Is Ac-’ 
tor; Ex-President of Mex- 
ico Teaches Voice. 


By the Aseociated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 27.— 
Los Angeles has proved a handy 
port for foreigners tossed about by 
political upheavals and war. 

A former General of the Russian 
imperial army readily became a 
duke in & Hollywood movie and 
bought himself a cafe by the sea. 
An ex-President of Mexico is teach- 
ing voice. 

The most recent_arrival, Nicolas 
Salazar, former Director-General 
of Immigration in the deposed 
Leguia government in Peru, has 
not had time to establish himself. 

“I was arrested at the inception 
of the revolt and was placed with 
my back to a wall by a firing 
squad,” he said. “But Federal 
machine gun fire from outside put 
my near-executioners to flight.”’ 

Officials of the Ukranian Rus- 
sian civic center said more than 
3000 “white” Russians have ‘aken 
refuge here. ' 

President Ortiz Rubio, visiting 
the United States a year or so ago, 
had included Los Angeles in his 
itinerary, but turned south from 
Grand Canyon to Mexico. Unoffi- 
cially it was said the change was 
made because of the large number 
of Mexican refugees here. 

Theater patrons who saw Will 
Rogers’ picture, “they had to see 
Paris,” will remember Duke Mi- 
chael, played by Theodore Lodi. 
Lodi is the movie name used by 
Gen. Theodore Lodijenski, former- 
ly of the Russian imperial army, 
who left his native country with a 
reward of 250,000 rubles (nominal- 
ly $125,000) on his head.

STEAMER SINKS BOAT 
IN FOG: SIX MISSING 


Six Rescued After Collision Off 
Nova Scotia Coast and Are 
on Way to Port. 


By the Associated Press. 

DIGBY, N. 8S., Nov. 27.—Telling 
a tale of sudden death in  fog- 
enfolded waters off the southern 
tip of Nova Scotia, six survivors of 
the sunken Gloucester fishing 
schooner Edith and Elinor arrived 


here today. 

They came on the steamer Gyp- 
sum Prince, which struck the 
fishermen Wednesday night, send- 
ing her to the bottom in two and 
a half minutes, with a loss of six 
lives. Capt. Simon Theriault of 
East Ferry, N. S., suid he and three 
others owed their lives to floating 
deckboards, which they grasped in 
desperation and clung to in the 
chill water until picked up three- 
quarters of an hour after the crash. 

Word that the six men  0»not 
picked up must have perished was 
brought by Theriault, who said a 
search had been fruitless and there 
was no hope for them. 

Mate Alex Stark who was hauled 
up a rope to the Gypsum Prince as 
the fishing craft went down under 
his feet, said the steamer’s watch- 
man told him the mast lights of 
the schooner were seen but six or 
seven minutes before the smash. 
Engineerman Ley Goddick of 
White Voce, was saved with Stark. 

Those listed as drowned were: 
Ernest Gillen of Centrevilie, N. S.; 
Bradford Whynacht of Gloucester, 
Mass.; Gus Foley of Gloucester; 
James Brothers, East Boston; You- 
lic Lovance, Boston; Joseph Rose, 
Gloucester. 

The Edith and Elinor ‘was 26 
hours out of Gloucester and 10 
niles off Boccaro Point when the 
steamer rammed her amidships, 
the fishermen said. There was no 
time to launch the dories, Ther- 
iault said, and little time for the 
crew to save themselves. Goddick 
rushed to the deck and found a 
rope had been thrown from the 
steamer. He and Stark were 
hauled to safety. When the life- 
boat was lowered, Paul Pitts was 
the first man found. Then Theri- 
ault, Oscar Tivodal and Jim Pow- 
ers were located on wreckage 
nearby.

Small Stockholder Begins Receiy- 
ership Action in Chicago 
Against Holding Company.

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Kentucky Miner Who Must Feed 


Family of Six Gets $6 a Week 


Womati Writer Finds That 


Out of This 


Amount Company Deducts Half for 
Rent and Other Charges. 


By MARGARET LANE. 
Staff Writer of the London Express 
Now Visiting in the United States. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Walking 
through the dust and stones of 
Black Mountain I came upon a 
couple of ragged barefoot young- 
sters lying in a patch of sun on 
the front porch of a shack. They 
looked at me inquisitively and I 
wanted to take a picture of them. 

I was trying to coax the young- 
est child out of a paralyzed shy- 
ness that made her hide her face 
against the boards, when their 
mother dared out on the porch and 
picked up the baby in a hygry. I 
asked if I might take a picture of 
her children, but she looked fright- 
ened. 

“Supposing the boss saw,” she 
said. “If the boss -or any of his 
men saw you photographing them,” 
she said, “my husband would be 
fired.” 

We looked round, but there was 
nobody there. I persuaded her to 
go around to the back of the house 
and there she consented to be 
photographed with her children, 
but she was nervous. She took me 
into her house to change the film. 


Fired for Joining Union. 


She was a kind-faced woman with 
bright eyes, about 35 years old. 
Her husband was one of the men 
who had been in ‘‘the troubles’’— 
that is, he was among those who 
joined. the newly-formed mine 
union six months ago, and was 
fired from the mine and kept out 
for three months in consequence. 
Those three months without a dime 
coming in and seven mouths to 
feed had taught his wife to fear 
unions, investigators and strangers, 
things displeasing to ‘the boss.’’ 

“After the union trouble,” she 
told me, “my husband was out of 
work for three months. His name 
was found op the list of union 
members and none of the other 
mines would employ him. How we 
didn’t starve to death I don’t 
know. The neighbors helped what 
little they could. We had five 
children then ... one of them died 
... and I often wished we were all 
dead. We were starved into beg- 
ging and pleading for work, and 
at last the miMe took him back for 
three days a week at two dollars a 
day.”’ 

Ivasked her if she knew of any 
cases Of actual starvation among 
the miners’ families. She thought, 
and shook her head. : 

“It’s possible to be bitter hungry 
most all of the time,” she said, 
“and still keep alive. That’s what 
most of us do, I guess. Those that 
have a little help those that 
haven't, and we make out as best 
we can. 

“Of. course,” she said, ‘I can’t 
often get milk for the children. We 
live on pork and potatoes mostly. 
There’s a lot of pigs raised around 
here, and potatoes are the cheap- 
est things you can buy.” 


No Shoes for Children. 

Her two eldest childréf, she told 
me, are boys, 7 and.9 years old. 
They go to the school house every 
day, byt the smallest ones, the two 
that I saw, have no shoes and it is 
too far for them to go without. 
When the weather gets colder, she 
said, she would have to keep them 
indoors altogether, for there was 
no possibility of getting them any. 
clothing other than the cheap cot- 
ton clothes they had on. 

Out of the $6 a week that her 
husband earns she told me that she 
had to pay—besides feeding six 
mouths—$8 a month rent; money 
for coal, light, doctor’s bills and 
arrears is stopped out of her hus- 
band’s wages before he gets them. 
Neither he nor she ever sees the 
actual money that he earns, for 
what they get is in the form of 
“scrip,” a kind of counter money, 
negotiable only at the camp com- 
missary, which is owned and oper- 
ated by the mine. 

“Tf he earns $2 a day,” she said, 
“T can draw out $1 of that in scrip. 
The other dollar is kept back 
against rent and cuts. We never 
see the actual money and so we 
can’t go anywhere but to the com- 
missary for goods, although most 
anywhere else ods would be 
cheaper.”’ 

“A 24-pound sack of flour costs 
$1 at the commissary, and only 69 
cents at the chain store,” she said. 
I asked her why she did not trade 
at another store. 


“Get fired,’’ she said simply. 

While we were talking another 
woman came in. She was in an 
even worse case. She is the moth- 
er of eight children, and her hus- 
band is out of work. The sole sup- 
port of the whole family is her 17- 
year-old son, who earns an average 
of $2.40 a day and works three 
days a week. Out of that pittance 
$15 a month is stopped for rent 
and “cuts.” 
“Luckier Than Others.” 

“We're luckier than- some, 


| though,” she said. 


She told me that a few weeks 
ago she herself was ill with a high 
fever and abcesses in the throat. 
She had no money for the doctor, 
and lay sick for two weeks. A 
doctor heard of her condition and 
came out and atended her for 
udthing, out of compassion, 

One of the miners told me a 
thing I had been anxious to know, 
how had the 200 families whose 
men had been fired for trying to 
form a miners’ union lived during 
the months that they were entirely 
unemployed? 

“They begged round the camps,” 
he said, “and some of the other 
men borrowed a truck and went 
round the villages and towns here- 
abouts, and brought back anything 


people would give them—bread,f 


cabbages, meat and potatoes, just 


anything they could eat. They 


shared between them, and those 
that had work helped as well as 
they could.” 

Six weeks ago about 200 men 
broke into a grocery store in Evarts 
and cleared it of food. They took 
three tons of meat and 600 sacks 
of flour. Many families slept that 
night without the familiar ache. 
The police took no action and the 
store itself stood the loss and would 
not prosecute. 


An Operator Speaks. 


The last day I spent in the Har- 
lan valleys I had a long talk with 
one of the mine owners. He did not 
know I was a reporter. He knew 
me only as an English tourist with 
an eccentric weakness for coal 
mines, and so, being one of those 
operaters who have nothing to 
concéal in their treatment of em- 
ployes, he was not altogether un- 
willing to talk. 


I cannot tell you his name. I can 
only tell you he is the only opera- 
tor I heard the men speak of with 
affection and anything approach-

times more of that than we do of 


the other two put together. : 

“Now: For every ton of coal that 
comes out of the mine I pay 35 
cents to the miner who loads it on 
to the trucks. The man operating 
the cutter gets 8 cents a ton. Thaf's 
43 cents paid to the first three 
men who handle it. For the slack, 
vhich is my chief sale, I can get 
only 40 cents a ton. And besides 
those first two men there are man 
working the tipple, several sorters, 
and a mine foreman to be paid, 
beside $400 a week overhead rent 
for the mine and an_ electric light 
bill running to something like $500 
a month, 

“Of course, we have to make it 
up a little on the sale of egg and 
block coal. Egg fetches $1.40 to 
$1.50 a ton and block fetches $2. 
Unhappily, the sale of those is not 
big enough to prevent a heavy loss 
all the time. We keep running at 
a dead loss because, 
down altogether, men are literally 
going to starve, and things are bad 
enough as they are. So long as the 
net losses do not exceed the over- 
head rent, we operate the mine.” 

When Jobs Are Guarded. 

It is not possible to judge what 

percentage of mine Owners in Har- 


lan treat their men so fairly. This | 


particular owner is paying his men 
5 cents a ton more than most of 
the other mines and is known to 
have a real concern for the suffer- 
ings of his workers. 

There is also the Kildav Mine, 
owned and operated by the New 
York Edison Co., which is spoken 
of as a sort of El Dorado among 
the miners, because the pay is good 
and the work regular even in these 
times. “You wouldn’t get a job 
there, though, unless one of the 
miners died.” a man on Black 
Mountain told me. 

The answer to that is twofold. 
This particular mine is operated 


oe 


if we close. 


on a more efficient, modern system 
than the others, which makes it | 
possible: for a miner to work two 
or three times as much coal in one | 
day as he could in the others. Also 
the coal does not have to compete 
with the produce of other mines on 
the open market, but is consumed 
directly in the Edison factories, 
which create a constant and un- 
fluctuating demand. 

Probably not more than 2 per 
cent of the mines in the country 
are able to operate on those lines. 
For the rest, the terms on whith 
the miners live and work are much 
the same as they were in twelfth | 
century England.. The relation be- 
tween owner and man is virtually. 
feudal. | 

More Bond Than Free. 

Men born to the mines are more 
bond than free. This feudal con- 
dition of things has existed in Har-| 
lan for many years. That is noth- 
ing new. The tragedy of it is that 
when bad times come—as they 
have come vengefully—the system 
means nothing short of tragedy to 
the miners. 

The owners are not altogether to 
blarne in the present crisis. Proba-/| 
bly as much could be said on their) 
behalf as on the other, except that) 
they have not the terrible weight | 
of suffering, hunger and death on| 
their side of the scale. Meanwhile; 
the long agony drags on, and noth-| 
ing is done. !

their work. They shecor only those | 
who are struck down by an “Act of! 
od.” You have to be in an earth. | 
quake or something like that-before | 
you have a right to call on them. 
Simple starvation and misery are. 
not enough.

Revenue Shrinkage Makes Only $14,395,796 
Available With $19,336,990 Appropriated 
—All Departments Fare Alike.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 27.— 
Gov. Caulfield announced today 
that, because of a shrinkage in 
State revenue, he had found it nec- 
essary to call upon all departments 
to limit their expenditures during 
the 1931-32 biennial period to ap- 
proximately 74 per cent of the 
amount appropriated by the Jegis- 
lature. 

Gov. Caulfield made public fig- 
ures furnished him by the State 
Auditor, indicating that ,only $14,- 
395,796.99 will be available durikg 
the biennial to meet appropriations 
of $19,336,990.75. LE 

Actual receipts during the firs 
10 months of 1931 amounted ~to 
$11,402,694.75, while receipts fer 
the last two months of this yéar 
were estimated at $1,096.625. Re 
ceipts for 1932 were estimated “at 
$12,000,000, making a total of $24- 
472,339.75 for the biennial. is 

“From this amount is deducted 
one-third, or $8,157,430, for school 
purposes, leaving a balance of $16,- 
314,889.75, plus $1,169,214.96 (ac 
tual balance on Jan. 2 last) making 
the total and estimated revenues 
available for the biennial period of 
1931 and 1932, $17,484,104.71,” the 
Auditor said in the statement to 
— Governor. From this total was 
taken $3,088,307.72 for amounts 
already paid and for salaries of 
Judges, etc., which are established 
by law, leaving $14,395,796 “to be 
figured upon apportionment.” 

To Hold Up University Fund. 

Under the revised figures, $850,- 


831.27 of the University of Mis- 
souri's $3,333,500 appropriation for 
the biennial will be held up. This 
is $296,831.27 more than it previ- 
ously had been announced would 
be withheld. Gov. Caulfield orig- 
inally held up $351,000 of the ap- 
propriation, then announced some- 
time ago that it would be necessary 
to withdraw $203,000 more. 

At that time, President Walter 
Williams protested, saying he could 
not take responsibility for the re- 
duction, and would place the mat- 
ter before the Board of Curators. 

Like the university, all other 
educational institutions will be re- 
quired to operate on approximately 
74 per cent of the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature. 

All Fare Alike. 

Every department of the State 
government fared alike. The Gov- 
ernor merely lopped off enough 
from the appropriations to bring 
them within the estimated revenue.

27.—Sir Samuel 
Hoare, Secretary of State for India, 
blasted any hope there might have 
been that the Government would 
turn over India’s army and finances 
to the Indian Legislature, in a 
speech at the round table confer- 
ence yesterday. 

“Since the first round table con- 
ference the world has come into a 
financial blizzard,’”’ he said, looking 
directly at Mahatma Gandhi, “and, 
if anything, we may be obliged to 
demand even more rigid machinery 
to insure safeguarding India’s fi- 
nances. 

“In any contemplated. transfer 
of finances, the people to be con- 
vinced are the bankers, traders and 
investors, who are very cautious 
people and particularly nervous of 
politicians and political changes.” 

The British Government wants 
any all-India federation to have the 
greatest possible measure of finan- 
clal independence within its own 
sphere, he said, but until the In- 
dian Government can provide suf- 
ficient capital for defense and for 
salaries and pensions, control of 
its finances must rest with the 
home authorities. 

“When we talk about safe- 
guards,’ he said, ‘“‘we are not just 
creating obstacles to block Indian 
progress. We are making a genu- 
ine effort in the interests of the 
Indians themselves to satisfv con- 
ditions which we believe to be es- 
sential to India’s stability and pros- 
perity.” 

Twenty-three Burman delegates 
to the conference which is to cre- 
ate a new constitution for Burma, 
when that province is separated 
from India, were greeted by the 
Prince of Wales today in the King’s 
robing room of the House of 
Lords. 

One woman was among them. 
Miss May Aung, a graduate of Ox- 
ford. She came as the representa- 
tive of the Burmese women. Her 
flowing silk costume differed in 
nowise from that of the men ex- 
cept that she wore jade bracelets 
about her ankles and ruby pend- 
ants in her ears. 

The first meeting of these Far- 
Eastern visitors was marked by an 
almost festive air. Unlike some 
other races of India, the Burmese 
are gay and vivacious. They have 
been called the Irish of the East. 

Although many Burmese are op- 
posed to separation of their pro- 
vince from India it is regarded as 
virtually certain this step will be 
taken and Burma will be given re- 
sponsible self-government as an 
integral part of the British empire.

WORK 1S PROGRESSING 


Steel Virtually in Place on 
Three of the Buildings on 
Piasa Bluffs. 


Steelwork virtually is completed 
on three of the buildings of the 
$3,500,000 Principia Collége on the 
Piasa bluffs at Elsah, on the Ill]j- 
nois side of the Mississippi River 
35 miles north of St. Louis, and ex- 
tensive improvements have been 
made to the grounds. 

Sufficient buildings are sched- 
uled’ for completion by September 
to accommodate 225 resident stu- 
dents. These buildings will form 
part of the first unit of the college 
to provide for 500 students. 

The chapel, the cornerstone of 
which was laid June 3, the first 
building begun, has taken definite 
form with all steelwork completed 
and the frame of its 90-foot spire, 
rising from a bluff 300 feet above 
the river, may be seen for miles up 
and down the river. Work of lay- 
ing the Bedford limestone of which 
it will be constructed will start in 
a few days. 

Progress on Dormitories. 

Concrete floors have been poured 
and the steelwork completed on the 
first of two dormitories for girls. 
The masonry has reached the sec- 
ond floor and the oak beams for 
the half timbered portions are in 
place. The foundations of the 
second girls’ dormitory are being 
poured. 

The foundations and steel work 
up to the first floor of the smaller 
of three men’s dormitories are fin- 
ished. This dormitory will contain 
the residence of the dean of men. 
The foundations of the two other 
dormitories are scheduled for com- 
pletion by Jan. 1. 

Roads leading to the college site 
have been improved and the Jersey 
County Board of Supervisors has 
voted funds for the construction of 
a 28-foot gravel road from Illinois 
State Highway No. 109 to the vil- 
lage of Elsah, which adjoins the 
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Screen Grid ....

| A THOUGHTFUL THANKSGIVING. 

Yesterday was the most thoughtful Thanksgiving 
day the American people have known in more than 
half a century. For that we can give sincere thanks. 
The millions impoverished by unemployment and re- 
duced, as so many of them are, to the ranks of char- 
ity, have found it difficult to philosophize about their 
plight. When the table is bare that was once boun- 
teous, it is hard to perceive the spiritual values of the 
situation, or to find comfort in the happier tomorrow 
which will be forged out of the agonies of today. 
Nevertheless, that happier tomorrow is on! the cal- 
endar, we firmly believe: Without such faith, the 
wretchedness and injustice of the present would “be 
insupportable. 

There is one haunting truth in this economic break- 
down that cannot be denied. Anxiety is a guest in 
the house of plenty nowadays, even as in the house of 
need. We all realize, as we never quite did before, 
that the victims of our industrial collapse are, for the 
most part, in no sense responsible for their condition. 
They did not squander their substance in the era 
of our rollicking prosperity. They may not have 
practiced the rigorous thrift which was once the ac- 
cepted gospel, but ifsthey indulged in comparative 
luxuries they did so under the high counsel of our 
statesmanship that was committed to the noble mis- 
sion of abolishing poverty and to an industrial lead- 
ership that never wearied of proclaiming the Amer- 
ican standard of living. But the charges of popular 
extravagance are all swept away by the blast of facts 
contained in the casual observation of Secretary Mel- 
lon, which we quoted the other day,'namely, that 
the average number of income tax payers throughout 
the country is only 2 per cent of the popuéation. That 
is the paramount inequity which will have to be cor- 
rected, and recognition of that truth is, it seems to 
us, among the priceless values distilled by this de 
pression.

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TALE OF TWO WINTERS. 

Last winter most of the Lower Mississippi Valley 
was devastated by the greatest drouth in our history. 
From the extreme Southwest to points as far away as 
Central Missouri on the north and Virginia on the 
east, the effect was little less than if a great fire had 
swept over the land. All food crops, even gardens, 
were a failure. Orchards were barren. In many re- 
gions even the wild fruits of the forests, the nuts and 
the acorns, did not®ear. Famine fell upon the land. 
It reached its climax at England, 4rk., where the peo- 
ple from the surrounding country went into town 
and demanded food. The United States Government, 
the Red Cross, the states, and even counties, went to 
the relief of the people with food and seed. 

This winter the Same great area has ample food. 
Crops have been abundant. Fruit trees have been 
prolific. Both man and beast have ample sustenance. 
It is not necessary for the Red Cross to feed anyone 
on the land. Neither must the states feed the peo- 
ple. The Government is not called upon to furnish 
anyone seed. It is only in the cities that relief is 
required. The rural communities do not need relief. 
They may not have money, but they have food. It is 
one of the paradoxes of nature that where the land 
was most barren a year ago it is this year the most 
fruitful. The region around England, Ark., is like a 
garden. Py 
The difference in the two years was, of course, in 
the rainfall. The rainfall this year has been below 
normal. But it has far exceeded the rainfall of last 
year. Rain is the great giver of life, to all growing 
things. Strangely enough, the drouth which fell upon 
the Lower Mississippi Valley last year has been more 
or less persistent in the western provinces of Canada 
and some of our own Northwestern states for nine 
years. The water level in the Canadian plains has 
receded 35 feet. In some rzarts of our own South- 
west, it has receded as much as 20 feet.

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VITAMIN D IN PURE FORM. 


Prof. Adolf Windaus of Berlin reports that he has | 
isolated vitamin D in pure «rystal form, but this 
discovery will not alter medical procedure; at least | 
for a long time. Physicians will continue to pre 
scribe cod liver oil to supply deficiency of this vita- 
min in infants and adults; butter, milk and eggs, 
particularly in summer, will continue to be rec- 
ommended articles of diet; sunshine and the ultra- 
violet ray still will play an important part in thera- 
peutics. Successful treatment of rickets has become 
possible since science learned about vitamin D. Just 
why it prevented rickets was not known, and Prof. 
Windaus is one of a host of investigators who have 
sought light on the subject by trying to separate the 
ingredient from the substances containing it.

86 legitimate theaters, only 33 now have shows; stage men blame movies, but sur- 
plus of productions, high overhead and decay of the road are more likely reasons.

EW YORK bankers have hot and cold 
N tiasnes when they recall the fantastic 

management methods discovered when 
they had to straighten out motion picture 
corporations. Now they blench before the 
threat of being called for a third-act rescue 
of the American theater. 

The Shubert Theater Corporation, con- 
trolling company for the freres Lee and J. 
» largest enterprise of its kind in the 
world, recently laid down its arms before a 
sea of troubles and accepted the sanctuary 
of receivership. The $20,000,000 concern is 
said to be solvent but a $3,000,000 loss 
was sustained during the last two years. 
Defaulted bond interest, the inexorable ap- 
proach of other settlement dates, motivated 
the climax. 

Wily have been the brothers in their stage 
activities, wily they remain in the present 
extremity. Hungry bondholders scan the 
receivership statements and emerge to ask 
questions, hotly. Are there valuable prop- 
erties or leases owned privately by the 
Messrs. Shubert, or owned by other cor- 
porations not affected by the receivership? 
How about the London theater properties 
sold last summer at a reputed price in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000?

So vast are the Shubert holdings that 
their condition reflects the present parlous 
state of the American “legitimate” stage. 
In New York the interests own and op- 
erate 23 theaters, have part interest in five, 
lease 26, hold ground leases on seven. Out- 
side New York, theaters owned and oOp- 
erated by the Shuberts number: Chicago, 
five; Boston, four; Philadelphia, three; De- 
troit, three; Cincinnati, two; Newark, two; 
Pittsburg, two, and one each in St. Louis, 
Cleveland, Baltimore, Kansas City, Buffa- 
lo, Wilmington. The total has run as high 
as 95 first-class houses. 

The corporation now operates with the 
Irving Trust Co. and Lee Shubert as equity 
receivers. Production of shows will con- 
tinue, but the Irving Trust will be faced 
with the difficult job of OK-ing expendi- 
tures for offerings that will capture the 
public fancy. 

Following the Shubert action, the mer- 
curial A. H. Woods, producer, filed a bank- 
ruptcy petition. Liabilities are listed at over 
$1,000,000, assets at $1,668,359. Meanwhile, 
the Manufacturers’ Trust Co., holds the 
hoodoo Hammerstein Theater under a fore- 
closure sale, and is baiting possible long- 
term leases with low rental figures.

Last year at this time 
there were 44—and that was a bad season. 
Not included in the occupancies are several 
that have stooped to burlesque or cheap 
vaudeville, and the fortunates leased for 
movie performances. Of the $33, several, 
admitting their inability to pay rentals and 
other expenses, have announced closing 
dates. 

The state of the show business is evident 
to the naked eye on Broadway. Signs are 
more flamboyant than ever before. Letter- 
ing is higher, claims are more sensational, 
ballyhooers yell louder. Novelties are 
sought. Mr. Shipwreck Kelly, eminent sit- 
ter of flag poles, adorned the mast of a 
vaudeville theater recently in the hope of 
drawing patronage from the flea circus 
across the way. Prices have been cut. Only 
three big musicals dare charge $5.50 for 
their best seats—a quotation that used to 
be commonplace. 

The causes are plain. Show business 
hasn't even the stability of the rackets. It 
is as much of a gamble as racing horses, 
and therefore attracts only money that will 
take a long chance. Success depends on 
pleasing the public taste, and no formula 
has ever been discovered to accomplish that. 

Most common explanation of the state 
of the stage is—the movies. But the real 
answer goes farther back. Hit shows al- 
ways have been few and far between. When 
a producer finally got a_ success, he 
squeezed every possible dollar out of it. 
Tickets were sold in blocks to scalpers, who 
divvied with the producer on the extra price 
realized. Theater owners squeezed pro- 
ducers on rentals. Stage unions, also be- 
cause long runs were few and work scarce, 
got it while the getting was good. 
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A producer with a hit show In one house 
wanted to transfer his show to the theater 
next door. Could he carry scenes and bag- 
gage direct from one to the other? Not 
on your life. A transfer company had to 
be called in. A large gang of honest work- 
men loaded the drays, drove around the 
block and solemnly unloaded 10 feet from 
where they started. Cost, $400. A musi- 
cal show, going into Boston with an orches- 
tra of 16, was forced to hire 22 Boston 
musicians (at about $75 per a week) 
whether they were needed or not. For all 
this, the playgoer paid. 

Shows sent to smaller cities carried sec- 
ond-rate actors and rickety choruses. The 
road was dying before the talkies and ra- 
dio killed it off completely. Paducah sees 
exactly the same movie that is shown in 
New York. Movie prices are below those of 
shows, and in hard times theater-going be- 
comes a luxury and is an expense first to 
be lopped off. Poor pictures released in 
hundreds of houses can be made to pro- 
duce a profit. 

New York has twice as many legitimate 
theaters as it needs. So far, it has been 
impossible for the different interests to 
work on their problems together. Slow and 
painful liquidation will have to reduce the 
surplus,

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Shaw an American in Mind, 
Declares His Biographer 


Frank Harris in Posthumous Book, Says Dra- 
matist Is Press Agent, Applying Exploita- 


tion Methods 


to Literature. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—George 
Bernard Shaw, who has ridiculed 
America to his financial gain, is 
more American in his viewpoint 
than anything else, the late Frank 
Harris declares in his “unauthor- 
ized biography” of the Irish author, 
published today. 

Harris, who knew Shaw for a 
half century and was one of his 
first employers, asserts his fame 
will not last, calls him a super 
press agent, and presents an hith- 
erto unpublished letter in which 
Shaw sums up his views on the 
military operations of the World 
War. 

“To arouse the eager interest of 
Americans Shaw believes that all 
there is to do is to hold them up to 
ridicule to the rest of the world,” 
wrote Harris. He declared that 
Shaw thinks the Americans are a 
nation of copyists and that they 
learned the brass band method of 
exploitation from him. 

“All Shaw did was to borrow 
freely from American exploitation 
methods and apply them on a huge 
scale to literature, which previous- 
ly had had a little dignity about it,” 
said Harris. 


“Shaw's methods of advertising 
and publicity are so American that 
it would be laboring the point to 
go into them much in detail. He 
has simply followed the principle 
that if you say a thing often enough 
regardless of how true or false it 
is, the public will eventually ac- 
cept it as true. Even to this day, 
Shaw realizes that the better known 
he gets, the more publicity he 
needs.”’ 

But Harris, whom Shaw admits 
started him on his road to fame, 
turns frequent caustic phrases 
against the Irish critic. 

“He will not live,” wrote Harris. 
“His rhetoric is racy, intuitively 
good, but it lacks inspiration; and 
though often fine, never reaches 
genius. Though he remains a 
writer of importance, his plays on 
re-reading are dull. 

“He has been in the public eye 
for 40 years and yet it would be 
false to say that he has been an 
important fi@ure. When I try to 
point out what he has accomplished 
in political or social life, I find 
nothing to put my fingers on. His 
socialism and _ similar lifelong 
propagandas have left no effect 
whatever.” 

Shaw, himself, revised the manu- 


script of the biography and in a 

postscript described Harris as ‘‘the 

most impossible of biographers.” 

He went on record as “not indors- 

ing everything he says about me.” 
The Military Letter. 

In a letter written to Harrris in 
1919, Shaw pictured England as 
remaining the most formidable 
single fighting power in the world, 
and expressed criticism of Ameri- 
can military operations during the 
World War. 

“The American Army. was s0 
farcically inexperienced at first 
that it had to be brigaded with 
the French army,” wrote Shaw. 
“And the moment it was cut loose 
and left to itself its lines of com- 
munication jammed and it was left 
without food and munitions for 
two days, during which it was at 
the mercy of the Germans (if they 
had only known); yet the American 
army wiped out the St. Mihiel sali- 
ent and saved Col. House from hav- 
ing to send Gen. Pershing home to 
be min for the presidency as a con- 
solation prize. 

“The way in which the American 
boys slaughtered and defeated 
themselves by rushing on machine 
guns without tanks whfle Haig’s 
men, who had learned their lesson, 


got off with a tenth of the Ameri-; 


can casualties, was heart-rending 
to hear about.” 

But, later on Shaw admits in the 
letter that “England knows fairly 
well that she could not have won 
without America.” 


| “The supplies from America be- 


fore the States came formally into 
the war, and the staggering demon- 
stration of their ability to send men 
by the million across the Atlantic 
at a time-rate which nobody had 
believed possible, had an effect far 
beyond that of their actual feats in 
the field,” he wrote, “for the 
American army had not had time 
to learn its business in that de- 
partment, and its exploits can give 
no measure of what it would be 
capable of in full training.”

The finest that medical science 


has to offer in the treatment of 
diseases of the eye, ear, nose and 
throat has been placed at the serv- 
ice of St. Louisans unable to pay 
in the McMillan Hospital Clinics, 
507 South Euclid avenue, Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine 
announces. 

The clinics began functioning as 
equipment was installed last July. 
Their $40,000 worth of apparatus— 
much of it designed by the staff— 
is complete, routine Khas been 
smoothed out and the clinics are 
in full operation, backed by the re- 
sources, both in knowledge and 
equipment. of the hospital and Os- 
car Johnson Institute, which house 
the research and teaching activities 
of the medical school in those sbe- 
cial branches of medicine. 

This places at the service of per- 
sons of less than moderate circum- 
stances medical attention of a type 
which otherwise would be far be- 
yond their means. Applicarts are 
questioned as to their ability to 
pay, and those who can are advised 
to consult any one of several spe- 
cialists of recognized standing. A 
staff social service worker attends 
to family conditions which require 
social rather than medical treat- 
ment. .A nominal fee of 50 cents 
for each visit to the clinic covers 
only a fraction of the cost. 


How to Get Treatment. 


The first visit must be made be- 
tween 2 and 4 p.m., unless emer- 
gency requires other arrangement 
to be made in advance by tele- 
phone. Later visits are by appoint- 
ment, and the clinics are open for 
these appointments all day every 
week-day except Saturday, when 
they close at noon. 

Each clinic has a dozen rooms or 
more and covers 9000 square feet 
of floor space, the eye clinic on 
the first floor and the ear, nose 
and throat clinic on the ground 
floor. Each is personally directed 
by the head of its department in 
the miedical school, Prof. Harvey 
J. Howard in ophthalmology and 
Prof. Lee Wallace Dean in oto- 
laryngology, with another § full- 
time specialist, five internes, grad- 
uate nurses. a nursing superintend- 
ent, a clinic secretary, and _ the 
aid of 20 or more practicing phy- 
sicians who donate their time and 
services, 

Each clinic has its own waiting 
room with alumnium furniture and 
coat racks which enable each pa- 
tient to check and lock up his own 
wraps. 

A separate set.of freshly ster- 
ilized instruments is provided 
for each patient. Separate rooms 
are provided for demonstrations in 
each clinic,.so that teaching activ- 
ities can be carried on without dis- 
turbing routine of examination and 
treatment. 

Six physicians work simultane- 
ously under daylight lamps at 
“MacMillan Hospital tables’ in 
the central room of the eye clinic. 
Adjacent are separate rooms for 
ophthalmoscopic examinations of 
the internal eye structure, for mi- 
croscopic examination of the living 
eye, for special treatments in com- 
plicuted cases, and for minor op- 
erations, of the sort which may be 
done with safety in a physician's 
office. 

Eye-Testing Devices. 

Flanking the preliminary exam- 
ination room on the other side is 
a refraction suite of seven long, 
narrow rooms, with test charts, 
lenses, electrical apparatus and 
equipment for making tests of color 
sense and muscle balance. A peri- 
metry room is equipped for testing 
the perception of form and color 
in different parts of the field. of 
vision, for such defects as “gun 
barrel vision” and its opposite. 
Depth perception, or judgment 
of distance, particularly important 
in aviation, is gauged in another 
room. Patients are examined here 
for double vision or functional de- 
fects of the eye muscles. A sepa- 
rate room is devoted to ultraviolet 
light treatment for certain eye dis- 
eases, which is being developed by 
a member of the staff. 

In the central room of the ear, 
nose and throat clinic, each of the 
the 12 booths is a well-equipped 
specialist’s office in miniature. The 
patients’ chairs, enabling the phy- 
sician to work standing or sitting, 
were designed by members of the 
staff, as were many other pieces of 
apparatus, including, for example, 
a basin which plumbers and archi- 
tects told Dr. Dean could not be 
devised until he saw what he want- 
ed in a new Pullman car. A light 
stand in each booth is of McMillan 
Hospital design, and the lamp is 
the Sluder light, designed by the 
late Prof. Greenfield Sluder of the 
medical school, for whom this clinic 
was named. 


Tests of Hearing. 


‘The Sluder clinic includes two 
soundproof rooms. One, designed 
to shut sound in, is an infants’ 
waiting room, with a treatment 
cubicle adjacent. The other, de- 
signed to shut noise out, is for the 
measurement of hearing with the 
audiometer.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—A new. de- 
scription of Joseph Stalin, direc- 
tor of Communist power in Soviet 
Russia. was added to the thou- 
sands already on file today in the 
record of a speech made to the 
Fabian Society last night by George 
‘Bernard Shaw. 

Stalin, Shaw told his fellow in- 


telléctual Socialists, is a puzzling 
potentate who is head man of all 
Russia, but his official position is 
“secretary of a committee chosen 
by himseif for the purpose of elect- 
ing himself its secretary.’’ 

He is a complete opportunist, 
Shaw went on, who, by a process 
of trial and error, is molding a 
new Russia. 

“You are either Communists or 
you are what Ramsay MacDonald 
and Viscount Snowden are—what- 
ever that is,” he said. “Com-

“Under the pressure of practical 
application the Soviet Government 
has turned Communism into fab- 
ianism.

A foreclosure suit involving 192 
acres of land at Ladue road and 
Lafon avenue, in Clayton and Uni- 
versity City, was filed in Circuit 
Court at Clayton Wednesday by the 
Davis estate against the West Clay- 
ton Real Estate Co., which is in re- 
ceivership.

MEAT PIES FOR TH 
TWO-SOME DINNERS 


Tasty and Economical and May 
Be Varied With Differ- 
ing Fillings. 


The family of two does not have 
much meat left over as a general 
thing, but if so, try a meat pie, or 
buy meat just for the pie. A little 
meat will go a long way in a pie 
with a lot of good gravy, a few 


vegetables and the crust. 

The remains of a stewed chicken 
combined with oysters are good in 
a pie also, or canned boned chicken 
can be used. 

Crust for Meat Pie. 

Sift 1 cup flour with % teaspoon 
salt and % teaspoon baking pow- 
der. Rub in with a fork 3 table- 
spoons shortening and when well 
blended add just enough cold water 
to make a stiff dough. This will 
take about 3 tablespoons. Koll out 
on a floured board to % inoh 
thickness, keeping the dough as 
near the shape of the top of the 
baking dish as you can. Fit over 
the dish, pinch the edge firmly 
against the edge of the dish and 
cut two slits in the top of the crust 
to let the steam escape. Use this 
recipe for al] meat pies, or for 
clam, oyster or chicken pies. 

Kidney and Beef Pie. 

Cut 2 lamb or pork kidneys in 
slices, discarding the touch, white, 
tubular portions. Cut leftover beef 
—perhaps the end of a steak—into 
neat cubes to make 1 cupful, orcut 
1% pound lean fresh beef in pieces. 
Roll kidneys and beef in flour sea- 
'soned with salt and pepper and 
| brown in 2 tablespoons melted fat. 
|Add cold water to just cover and 
-heat quickly to the boiling point. 
| Add 2 large or 4 small onions 

‘cut in half, 1 diced carrot and 1 
| tablespoon chopped pargley. Sim- 
mer for 40 minutes, thicken slight- 
‘ly with 1 teaspoon flour mixed with 
a little cold water and pour into a 
deep, small baking dish. Cover 
| with a biscuit crust rolled one- 
fourth inch thick and bake in a 
| moderate oven about 40 minutes. 

Chicken and Oyster Pie. 

Cut all meat from the bones— 
there should be at least 1 cupful. 
Make biscuit crust as above and 
roll to scant eighth-inch thickness. 
|Line a baking dish with this, put 
‘in the chicken, % cup chopped 
cooked ham or bacon, and 6 large 
‘or a dozen small oysters. Meit 1 
tablespoon butter, add 1 tablespoon 
flour and stir in the oyster liquor 
land enough milk to make 1 cup 
liquid in all. Let boil up, then 
‘pour over meat. Cover with the 
‘rest of the biscuit dough rolled to 
ifit the top.

FRUIT CAKE IS NEXT 
ON BAKING PROGRAM 


Time to Make Christmas Deli- 
cacy and Choice of Light 
or Dark Cake Given. 


Many women still make their 
own fruit cakes, good as some of 
the cakes are which can be pur- 
chased in well-known shops, and 
right now is the time to be baking 
them in order that they may be 
just right for Christmas. 

Some like the light cake and 
others the dark, so we give recipes 
for both. 

A Rich Dark Fruit Cakes. 

Chop two pounds seeded raisins, 
one pound citron, one-half pound 
candied pineapple, one-half pound 
candied cherries, one pound figs, 
and one-half pound blanched 
almonds; mix with two pounds 
washed and drained currants and 
soak 12 hours in one cup grape 
juice. Cream together one pound 
butter or any preferred shortening, 
and two cups sugar. When well 
blended add the yolks of 10 eggs 
and beat to a smooth, light-colored 
cream. Stir in one-half cup 
maraschino cherry =juice, two 
Squares melted chocolate, one glass 
of quince jelly and the whites of 
the eggs beaten until frothy. 

Sift four cups flour with one ta- 
blespoon cinnamon, one tablespoon 
allspice, two teaspoons nutmeg, one 
teaspoon cloves and one teaspoon 
salt. Stir half of this into the egg 
and butter, then add the fruit and 
one-half cup rosewater. Stir in the 
rest of the flour and put the bat- 
ter into pans lined with buttered 
paper—parchment or brown paper 
is best. Bake from three to four 
hours in a slow oven, keeping a 
pan of water in the oven until the 
cake is almost done. Cool, wrap in 
heavy waxed paper and store in a 
dry place. Makes about 10 pounds 
cake. 

Light Fruit Cake. 

Wash one pound raisins, drain 
thoroughly and mix with one-half 
pound shredded citron, one-half 
pound shredded, blanched almonds, 
one-half cup chopped candicd or- 
ange peel and one-fourth pound 
chopped candied pineapple. Cover 
with one-half cup rosewater and 
let stand over night. Cream to- 
gethtr one pound butter and two 
cups (one pound) sugar and when 
wel Iblended al] the yolks of six 
eres. 

Beat hard, stir in one cup orange 
juice, then the fruit, and next three 
cupe sifted flour sifted with one- 
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half teaspoon salt and one-half tea- 
spcon each mace and nutmeg. Stir 
in the stiffly beaten egg whites 
last. Put into pans lined with but- 
tered paper and bake as dark fruit 
cake. Store in the same way. Makes 
about five pounds cake.

drug store. Use round or oblong 
pans for baking the cake.

TRIPE STEWED WITH TOMATOES 


Cover fresh honeycomb tripe 
with cold water, bring to the boil- 
ing point, drain, cover with fresh 
boiling salted water and simmer for 
two hours, then drain again. Allow 
two pounds of tripe for six servings 
and cut it in pieces before cooking 
it. Melt three tablespoons butter

DON'T COOK OYSTERS TOO LONG 


Remember that oysters are not 
g£00d if cooked too long, and this 
applies particularly to soup. Watch 
the edges and when they begin to 
slightly cur] it’s time to add the 
milk. 

Take one-half cup of water to 
one-half pint of oysters and sim- 
mer until the curling begins, then 
add one pint of milk or thin cream 
or half and half. Let it heat, never 
boil; add three tablespoons butter, 
one-half teaspoon salt, a little pep- 
per and, if you like the flavor, a 
teaspoon of Worcestershire sauce. 


CHOCOLATE SAUCE 


For the homemade ice cream, 
or a dress-up for pudding or slight- 
ly stale cake, nothing is better 
than chocolate sauce which may 
be served hot or cold. 

Mix one-half cup sugar, one ta- 
blespoon cornstarch, scant one-half 
teaspoon salt and one grated 
square of chocolate. Add two- 
thirds cup boiling water and boil 
five minutes. Take from fire, add 
one tablespoon butter and one tea- 
spoon vanilla, beating well. 


GINGER BREAD COOKIES 


Two eggs, one-half cup molasses, 
one-half cup sugar, three-fourths 
cup sour cream, two cups flour, 
three-fourths teaspoon soda, one- 
half teaspoon baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
ginger. 

Beat the eggs and add the molas- 
ses, sugar, sour cream and the sift- 
ed dry ingredients last. Drop by 
spoonfuls onto a baking sheet and 
bake in a moderate oven for 20 
minutes. This recipe will make 
about 36 small drop cakes. 


Eges Benedict. 

Toast slices of bread, or split and 
toast English muffins. Place or 
each piece of toast a thin slice of 
cooked ham or crisp cooked bacon. 
and on top of this a poached egg. 
Cover with hot Hollandaise gauce

HINTS ON COOKING 
CUTS OF BEEF 


The less tender and less expen- 
sive cuts of beef can be made into 
delicious dishes when cooked prop- 
erly. The general method of cook- 
ing less tender cuts differs from 
the method for tender cuts in the 
steps which must be taken to make 
tough meat tender. Heat, mois- 
ture, and slow cooking help to ac- 
complish the desired result. First, 
sear the meat in a small quantity 
of fat until it is browned. After 
browning, reduce the cooking tem- 
perature, add a small quantity of 
water, and cover the meat tightly. 
Cook slowly until tender. 

For tender cuts the best method 
of cooking is to sear the meat ata 
high temperature for a short time 
until a brown coating is formed, 
then to reduce the temperature and 
finish the cooking at moderate 
heat. Do not cover the meat and 
do not add water. Meat cooked in 
this way loses little of the delicious 
flavor developed by browning, and 
the drippings can be poured over 
the meat or made into tasty gravy.

7,500,000 JOBLESS 
PREDICTED BY A. FL. 


William Green Makes Forecast 
for January—Relief Funds 
“Totally Inadequate.” 


By the Associated Press. 


American Federation of Labor re- 


ports that the seasonal decline in 
employment for October and the 
first part of oven ser was about 
normal. 

“Thus for two months in suc- 
cession,” said President William 
Green, -‘it appears that the ab- 
normal rise of unemployment has 
been checked. This is the first 
time since February that unem- 
ployment has not increased more 
than normally. 

“On farms, the number laid off 
by the first of November was iess 
than usual. Thus the total in- 
crease in unemployment by the 
first part of November was less 
than expected by about 200,000 
persons.” 

Green estimated that industrial 
unemployment had reached a new 
peak, with 20 per cent out of work 
the first part of November as 
against 19.8 in January last year, 
and 19.5 in October. 

After noting the possibility that 
the check in industrial unemploy- 
ment “may be due largely to ef- 
forts to keep men at work,” Green 
said the brighter facts do not alter 
the fact that “the present unem- 
ployment crisis will far exceed any 
we have experienced in this or any 
other depression in recent years.” 

“Already there are 6,000,000 out 
of work,” he said. He - predicted 
that unless unemployment layoffs 
can be prevented by increased ef- 
forts to keep men at work, “some 
7,500,000 persons will be out of 
work by January.” 

Relief funds to date, he contin- 
ued, “are totally inadequate to 
meet the need.” 

The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported production and employment 
in manufacturing industries de- 
clined further in October, while 
output of minerals increased more 
than usual at this season. There 
was a considerable decrease in the 
demand for reserve bank credit 
after the middle of October, re- 
flecting a reduction in member 
bank reserve balances and in No- 
vember, an inflow of gold, largely 
from Japan. Money market condi- 
tions became somewhat easier. 

Total output of manufactures 
and minerals, as measured by the 
board’s seasonally adjusted index 
of industrial production, declined 
from 76 per cent of the 1923-25 
average in September to 74 per 
cent in October.

WASHINGTON, Mo., Nov. 27.— 
State Representative George Calvin 
of Franklin County, one of the 
Democratic leaders in the House 
of the last Legislature, has an- 
nounced he probably will be a can- 
didate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for AttoPmey-General of Mis- 
souri. 

“Friends have been urging me 
to become a candidate,” Represen- 
tative Calvin said, “and in com- 
pliance with that request I am 
planning an extensive tour to dis- 
cuss with my friends over the State 
their attitude. I intend to make 
the race and give a definite state- 
ment on my candidacy within the 
next few weeks.” 

Representative Calvin, one of 
the majority leaders in the House 
in the passing of the congressional 
redistricting plan to divide the 
State into 13 new districts on an 
eight Democratic, 5 Republican 
basis, vetoed by Gov.

LIQUOR TAX ALLOWED 
~ ON ETHYL ALCOHOL PRODUCTS 


Federal Court Dismisses Suit by 
Dealers Who Sought Injunc- 
tion in Virginia. 


the Associated Press. ' 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 27. 
—A joint decision, signed by three 
Federal Judges, yesterday dismiss- 
ed the suit of McCormick & Co., 
Baltimore, Md., and Durham 
Brothers, Inc., of Roanoke, Va., 
who sought an injunction to re- 
strain the West Virginia Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner from collecting 
taxes for the sale of ethyl alcohol 
products in the state. 

The three-judge court held that 
the products of the companies, such 
as flavoring extracts and tonics, 
which the plaintiffs contended con- 
tained ethyl alcohol as a necessary 
solvent or preservative and could 
not be used for beverage purposes, 
came within the State’s definition 
of “liquors.” 

The case was submitted at Hunt- 
ington, in October to Judge Elliott 
Northcott, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals; Judge Wil- 
liam E. Baker, of Northern West 
Virginia District, and Judge George 
W. McClintic, of the Southern West 
Virginia District. 

The judges ruled that “within 
proper bounds and as long as they 
do not conflict with the Federal 
laws or unduly burden interstate 
commerce, the laws of West Vir- 
ginia are determinative of the 
question here involved.”

TELLS OF MARRIAGE 
T EDISON'S DAUGHTER 


German Officer Says He Got 
Divorce After 24 Years 
Because of War. 


By the Associated Piess. 
LEIPSIG, Germany, Noy. 27.— 
Col. Oscar Oeser has given an in- 


terview to a Berlin paper recalling 
the events that led to his marriage 
to Marion Estelle Edison, first child 


of the late Thomas Alva eEdison, 
and the reasons for their divorce 
24 vears later. 

Miss Edison, who was traveling 
through Germany at the time, 
stopped here in 1894 and boarded 
with the Oeser family, he relates. 
Coming home on leave, young Lieu- 
tenant Oeser was not too favora- 
bivy impressed that his mother had 


taken an American girl as a board- 
er. AS Marion did not know any 
German and Oscar no English, 


in poor French. After a fortnight 
the two had fallen in leve and de- 
cided to marry. 

Rut the formalities of the time 
nded great patience on their | 


tled satisfactorily, Edison sent the 
“vuarantee money” without which 
‘no German officer could receive 
permission to marry. 

Another obstacle arose in that 
Marion did not belong to any Chris- 
tian faith and had not been bap- 
tized. The baptism ceremony took 
place in Neusalza and, all formal- 
ities having been fulfilled, was fol- 
lowed by the marirage in Dresden, 
Oct. 1, 1895. 


Edison did not attend the wed- 
ding of his daughter because he 
was too busy, as he explained in a 
letter, but later the young couple 
received from him two of the first 
automobiles manufactured in 
America. The first meeting betwéen 
Edison and his son-in-law took 
place 16 years later, in 1911. The 
Oeser and Edison families met at 
Meran and together they toured 
Europe. 

Col. Oeser describing his father- 
in-law, calls him “a nice convivial 
gentleman’’ who had curious ideas 
about German conditions, One day, 
on the European tour, he told his 
son-in-law earnestly: “If you 
should speak to the Kaiser, please 


tell him to return Alsace-Lorraine 
to:the French.” og 

On arrival in a hotel, Edison al- 
ways demanded seven connected 
rooms. But when they arrived in

in 1919. Oceser blames the war for 
this. 

“My wife had remained an Amer- 
ican and IJ was an active German 
officer, so I had to take the conse- 
quences,” he writes.
